Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 and 24-26 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

As per claims 1,3,9,17,25 and 26, the prior art of record neither singularly nor in 
combination teaches the added limitation: "wherein each test element defines instructions for 
only a partial device testing task such that the multiple test elements together form a complete 
device testing task for testing the device" and "a first test element which defines instructions 
directing the processor to perform a first test operation that provides a first test result; and a 
second test element which defines a second set of instructions directing the processor to perform 
a second test operations that provides a second result based on the first result." Therefore, claims 
1,3,9,17,25 and 26 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

As per claims 2,4-8,10-16,18,19 and 24: 

Claims 2,4-8,10-16,18,19 and 24 further limit allowable claims 1,3,9,17,25 and 
26. Thus, claims 2,4-8,10-16,18,19 and 24 are also allowable over the prior art of record
